Until 
very recently, at least, he had his office on one of the very 
uppermost floors of a Detroit skyscraper and preferred to 
walk both upstairs and down rather than to use the express 
elevators. This choice was not because Mr. Leland disdained 
modern improvements—quite the contrary. He did it for 
the exercise, and never seemed to be any the worse for this 
heavy strain. He was invariably alone, especially on the 
upward climb: 

Born in Danville, Vt., February 16, 1848, Mr. Leland 
began life as an apprentice in a machine shop when he was 
15. He came to Detroit in 1890, a seasoned man, and opened 
a small machine shop on Jefferson Avenue. The automotive 
industry gave him his opportunity, like many another man, 
and by 1902 he was head of the Cadillac Motor Car Com- 
pany.+ What he did in that capacity, and later as the head 
of the Lincoln Motor Company, made automotive history. 
His recent retirement from active business has in no way 
interfered with his many other activities.

a recent statement by H. O. Smith, chief of the automo- 
tive department of the Department of Commerce, he 
called attention to the fact that the number of motor vehicles 
in use outside the United States has more than doubled in 
the last four years. The total foreign registration is now 
just about the same as that of this country in 1917. 

It must be remembered that there are many obstacles to 
the development of motor transportation in foreign coun- 

_tries, under which we do not labor here. In European lands; 
where the highway system is equal to our own, taxes have 
been raised to almost prohibitive proportions. Furthermore, 
the wage scales in most of those countries prevent the pur- 
chase of cars by a large part of the population. 

In the newer countries, as, for instance, those of South 
America, the road systems are fragmentary and offer few 
inducements to the purchase of cars. Wealth is there and 
purchasing power, but the roads that invite free buying of 
ears are lacking. This condition holds true of a large part 
of Australia and South Africa, which are wonderful auto- 
mobile markets now, but which could be even greater pur- 
chasers of cars if far-reaching highway systems were 
available. 

Even at that, Mr. Smith notes that the greatest increases 
in the purchasing of motor vehicles are found in the new 
countries where the people have money and insist on driving, 
even if the roads are principally notable by their absence. 

The point to be noted is that other countries have 
discovered the efficiency of motor transportation. They are 
buying motor vehicles in spite of obstacles. As road systems 
spread, the purchases of motor equipment will increase. The 
time will come when every country in the world will use 
motor vehicles as we do, as everyday necessities and as part 
of their national lives. ' 

For the expert branch of the industry this must be a 
tremendous inspiration. For long years to come most of 
these countries must look to present manufacturing nations 
for their automotive equipment. For many reasons the 

_American motor vehicle is peculiarly adapted to the needs of 
foreign countries. We must be prepared for a tremendous 
and increasing demand in this field.
